The rycogniUion of culturnl pluralisni intrins Lc iiv jjociaUy in the 
United States is roccivtnr; increased nttentipn ,£rani thu naUion^s oducat:or« 
%^ho ranlize thac cul turnl ' dl vyrai ty mnnijesi:^: iuscl f daily in the classroom 
and often is the source of communication bruakdomi, minunderHtandin^^, and 
conflict, 

Cons^squently , school systoms across the country arc sucking to develop n 
variety of curriculum offcrun^n that vnll d^^al with thif^ cultural divcrfnty 
in substantiVG and affirmativa ways. 

The Jefferson County lUiblic Schools bccamo directly involved in this 
search as the result oi: a grant from the United States Office ol Kducation 
for the devGlopment of an Ethnic Studies ProBtnm in local 5:choola, The 
grant resulted from a ioint proposal by the University of Louisville, the 
Jefferson County Public Lichools, and the Luulsville Chaii.ber of Commerce. 

To meet grant guidelines, a curriculum wriciiig committee comprised of 
local instructional leaders and teachers met during the months' oi Juiy i.nd 
August, 1976, to develop criteria for an ethnic studies proBram, to analyze 
prosent: ethnic studies cour;^ics, tio construct model units for imph.menta tion 
- in county classrooms, aac ^o :..:u^ ethnic fairs in six county schools.
